AN ACT amendatory of section 751 of the statutes of 1598, re
lating to compensation of district attorneys.

The people of the stale of Wisconsin represented in senale and
assembly do enact as follows:

Traveling expenses may be paid. Scetion 1. Seetion 751 of
the statutes of 1898, is hereby amended so as th read when s
so amended, as follows:  Seetion 751. The distriet attorney
shall reeeive for compensation the salary fixed by the county
board and no more; provided, that the county board may alse
in addition to sueh ~z.llfu'v allow him the amount of his expenses
actually and necessarily incurred in traveling within and with-
out his connty in the dlccharﬂ'o of the duhes of his office, the
came to he audited and allowed by the county board as other
claims are audited and allowed ; and all fees and costs recovered
in civil actions in whicli the county is the successful party shall
he paid into the county treasurv; and it shall not be lawful for
the eonnty board to give or pay any fees or costs to the district
attorney as part of his salary or in addition thereto.
